the Perch of every Coach ſhall be Ten Foot long at the leaſt, and have Croſs-Leather-Braces before, and not be braced down, but hang 
upon a Level, and not higher behind than before ; and be decent, clean, ſtrong, and large enough to c:rry Four Perſons at the leaſt, on 
the Penalty of Twenty Shillings. 
IL ITE M, It is ordered, conſtituted, and ordained, That from and after the ſaid Firſt day of February, all Owners of Hackney-Coach- 
Licenſes, Renters or Drivers of them, thar ſhall be ſeen or found Standing, or Plying, or Driving within the Cities of Londen and Weſtminſter, and all 
or any the Pariſhes and Places comprized within the Weekly-Bills of Mortality, without ſuch Tin-plates, undetaced, altered, or oblicerated, fo co- 
loured, figured, and placed upon the middle of the Door, on each ſide of every ſuch Hackney-Coach, as was ordered by the late Commiſſioners 
and ny" been _ ordered by the now Commiſlioners to be continued, ſhall for every ſuch Offence torſcit the Sum of Five Pounds, as by the ſaid 
Act 1s directed. 

HI. ITEM, It is ordered, conſtituted,and ordained, That from and after the ſaid Firſt day of Fibrnar;,no Hackney-Coachman ſhall Stand or Ply 
againſt any part of the Royal Exchange, or the New Exchange in the Strand, or between Craggs Court over-a gainſt the Rummer Tavern b Charing-Croſs, 
and the firſt Gate going into Scor/and-Yerd, on either ſide of the way ; or againſt any the Gates of cither of the Serjeant's Inns, or Inns of Court, 
or againſt the Coach-houſes, Stables, or Backfide of the Houſes in Portugal-Row, in Linceln:-Inn-Ficlds, but the ſaid Places to remain free for Gentle- 
mens Coaches ; and as ſoon as any Hackney-Coachman hath ſer down his Fare, he is forthwith to drive from before any of the ſaid Places, and 
there to wait for his Fare, or Ply tor another ; and that no Hackney-Coachman ſhall Stand, Wait, or Ply between the Eaff-end of St. Dunſtan's 
Church and Temple-Bar, but only on the Nerth-lide of the Street, and not above Six at a time, and at Three Yards diſtance each Coach from the 
other, on Penalty of Ten Shillings. 

IV. ITE M, It is ordered, conſtituted, and ordained, That from and after the ſaid Firſt day of February, if any Hackney-Coachman ſhall pre- 
ſume to Stand or Ply to be hired croſs any Street, Common Paſſage or Alley, or within Eight Foot of the Houſes, Walls, or Shops, or before the 
Door of any Inhabitant (to his Annoyance \ within the ſaid Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and the Weekly-Bills of Mortality, except between St. 
Dunſtan's Church and Temple-Bar, as aforeſaid, or ſhall Feed his Horſes in any Street or Common Paſſage, ſave only with Oats out of a Bag, or wich 
ſuch Hay as he ſhall hold or deliver with his Hand, or ſhall refuſe to give way (if he can conveniently ) to any Perſon of Quality or Gentleman's 
Coach, or ſhall not allow any other Hackney-Coachman to take up, drive on, or ſet down his Fare, or ſhall ſtand ewo on a breadth on the ſide of 
each other, except in the Palace-Yard v4 gun ut + Coachman ſhall forfeir for Mn ſuch Offence, Ten Shillings.

I. : PRIMIS, It is ordered, conſtituted, and ordained, That from and after the Firſt day of February next enſuing the date of theſe Preſents, 


V. ITEM, It is ordered, conflicuaed, and ined, Thar from and after the ſai it 6% of ergary poll wrnere oft: ; 
Caring he hor of Ek FAB U4Rtned AR, or any By-Laws or Orders TU purſuant thereunto, done or committed, or ſuffered to be 
done or committed, by ſuch Coachmen, or their Driver ; ſuch Perſon or Perſons being firſt legally convicted by the ſaid Commiſſioners. 

VL ITEM, It is ordered, conſtituted, and ordained, Thar from and after the ſaid Firit day of February, every Perſon, who by Deed of Aſſign- 
ment, or otherwiſe, hath obtained, or ſhall hereafter cbrain any Licenſe or Licenſes, for driving a-Hackney-Coach within the Gaid Cities of Lon- 
don and Weſtminſter, and the Weekly-Bills of Mortality, ſhall cauſe to be-entred every ſuch wy, —__ or Transferment in the Regiſter-Books, kept 
by che ſaid Commiſſioners for that purpoſe, ( according to the faid recited Act ) within Ten days after the date of theſe Preſents, or within Ten 
days after the executing every ſuch Deed of RE_—_ or Transferment, made as aforeſaid, upon pain to forfeit Five Shillings for every day any 
ſuch Decd of Aſſignment or Transferment ſhall be neglected to be ſo entred. And that every Legatee of any ſuch Licenſe, or Executor, or Ad- 
miniſtrator, to whom any ſuch Licenſe ſhall come as Aſlits, and ſhall not within _ days after the Deceaſe of his or her Teſtator or Inceſtace, 

roduce before the ſaid Commillioners the Probate of the Will, or Letters of Adminittration or Exemplification thereof, in order that the ſame may 
2 entred in the > —— Books, ſhall forfeit Five Shillings for every day the ſaid Probate, or Letters of Adminiftration, ſhall remain 
not entred as aforeſaid. 

VII. ITE M, It is ordered, conſtituted, and ordained, That from and after the faid Firſt day of February, no Perſon Licenſed to keep any Hack- 
ney-Coach, ſhall preſume to Drive ſuch Coach with any Fare into the Country, within Ten Mites of the Cities of Londen and Weſtminſter, without 
the Plates ( whereon the Number belonging to his or her Licenſe is painted ) be placed on each ſide of ſuch Coach, on Penalty of Forty Shillin 

VIIL ITE AM, It is ordered, conſtituted, and ordained, That from and after the ſaid Firſt day of February, no Hackney-Coachman {o licenſed 
nor the Driver of ſuch Coach, ſhall preſume to take for his Hire for driving any Perſon or Perſons from White-Hall, Charing-Crofs, or thereabours, 
to the King's Palace at __ ( during His Majeſty's abode there ) above Two Shillings, unleſs ſuch Coachman ſhall be hired after Seven a2 
Clock at Night, and then it ſhall be lawful to and for him to demand and receive Three Shillings for his Hire, and no more ; but where his wait- 
ing is required, the Rate by the Hour ( allowed by the A& ) is to be obſerved. And if any Hackney-Coachman or Driver ſhall refuſe to go ar, or 
ſhall exact for his Hire more than the ſaid Rates, he ſhall for every ſuch Offence forfeit the Sum of Forty Shillings. 

IX. IT AM, It isordered, conſtituted, and ordained, That from and after the ſaid Firſt day of February, that any Perſon, who by Virtue of a Li- 
cenſe ſhall Drive, or Let to Hire a Hackney-Coach within the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and Weekly-Bills of Mortality, Tal not be obli- 
ged to carry any Perſon in his Coach for Hire by the day, or otherwiſe, to any Place above Six Miles from the place he Stan 
tween the laſt day of Ofober, and the Firſt of March, after Nine a Clock in the Morning. 

X. IT EM, It is ordered, conſtituted, and ordained, That from and after the faid Firſt day of February, every Perſon licenſed to Drive, or Let 
to Hire a Hackney-Coach within the Cities of Londou and Weſtminſter, and Weekly-Bills of Mortality, that ſhall negle& or refuſe, being duly ſum- 
moned, to attend upon the ſaid Commiſſioners, upon any Complaint made againſt him or her, or to give an account of the place of their e, 
without ſome reaſonable Cauſe, to be approved of by the ſaid Commiſlioners, ſhall forfeit the Sum of Ten Shillings. And every ſuch Perſon afore- 
ſaid, as ſhall negle& or refuſe to attend the ſaid Commiſſioners at the place of their Sitting, upon a third Summons duly ſerved 'on them, or left at 
the place of their Abode, or upon Oath made, cannot be found to be ſummoned, ſhall forfeit the Sum of Twen Shillings, and ſhall have his Li- 
cenſe and Figure ſuſpended from Working, or being placed upon any Coach for the ſpace of one Month ; and if in that time he doth not a 
before the ſaid Commiſſioners, the Commiſſioners _ = is ſaid Figure to be placed upon a Coach, and drove by another Perſon, until he

appear, and pay ſuch Fine as ſhall be due upon his or nviction.
